CALIFORNIA VOLUNTEERS ARE

Washington, July 26.—Three cable 


messages from General Otis were re- 
ceived at the war department today. 
One reports another 
engagement 


with bandits in Cebu, in which the 
American force was victorious. 
It 


bears date of today and is as fol- 
lows: 


"Following from Cebu today: Ban- 


dits in Cebu mountains robbing and 
impressing people of coast towns. 
On Monday Lieutenant Moore, with 
detachment of Twenty-third infan- 
try, while scouting in mountains, 
fired upon from strongly fortified po- 
sition; ont private killed, name not 
given. 
No other cusualties. 
Ene- 


mies' loss five bandits killed, seven 
captured." 


Another refers to the organization 


of the volunteer regiments in the 
Philippines, as follows: 


"Bell has enlisted about five hun- 


dred men. Wallace, still south, has 
about four hundred. Lockett now en- 
listing; has over four hundred ap- 
plications, which are coming in rap- 
idly. Might raise here an additional 
regiment exclusively volunteers." 


Colonel Bell, referred to in the dis- 


patch, is in command of the Thirty- 
sixth infantry, and Colonel Wallace 
of 
the 
Thirty-seventh. 
Colonel 


Lockett is in command, of the caval- 
ry regiment which is to be raised in 
the Philippines, 


The third dispatch says: 


• "Storm has abated. Sherman coal- 
ed; leaves today with all troops for 
California.

FOREST CITY. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 26.—That the 


presence of the strong force of militia 
now doing service in this city has al- 
ready had a moct naluatory effect up- 
on the lawless element wa1) evidenced 
this morning by the fact that the ob- 
structions placed upon the tracks of 
the Big Consolidated street car lines 
during the night was found to be 
much lens than at any time since Ihe 
present strike was inaugurated. 


Cars, on four of the most important 


lines of the Big Consolidated system 
were operated throughout the night. 
This morning the full quota of cais 
were running on all lines except the 
Abbey, Union and Claik avenue. It 
was, however, a notable fact 
that 


most of the oars were either empty or 
carried only a very few passengers, 
even during the eaily hours of the 
day when traffic is usually the heav- 
iest. 


Either through fear of violence or 


out of sympathy for the strikers a 
very large propoition of people de- 


heretofore repeatedly announced that 
they had no grievances. 


BOYS' STRIKE CONTINUES. 


Cincinnati, 
Ohio, July 30.—The 


messenger boys' strike wns continued 
today, but the lawlessness attend- 
ing it heretofore was much lessened 
by more active work of the police. 
Several new messengers were attack- 
ed and beaten early today, but the 
police rendered 
prompt 
assistance. 


Throughout the day policemen es- 
corted the messengers and no crowds 
weie allowed to collect. 
The news- 


boys' strike also continued, as the 
afternoon papers have not yet agreed 
to their demands. 


Later the evening newspapers re- 


considered their decision about ac- 
cepting unsold papers and offered a 
compromise, which was accepted and 
the papers were again on the street^, 
this afternoon. 


The compromise consists in con- 


senting to receive all unsold papers 
of the first twe editions, the later 
editions to be bought at the news- 
boys' risk. No change was made in 
the price of the papers. 


BOYS CLAIM A VICTORY.

The majority of the soldiers now

President Everett, of the Big Con- 


solidated, has modified his statement 
to the effect that none of the strikers 
would be re-employed by announcing 
that he will take back 150 of the old 
men provided they will apply indi- 
vidually. He adds that possibly this 
number may be increased as vacan- 
cies occur as a result of the "weeding 
out" process to take place among the 
new men employed since the strike 
began. The strike leaders however, 
still insist that every man must be 
taken 
back, 
and, above nil, 
that 


the union must be reconized by the 
company. They claim that the ranks 
remain practically 
unbroken 
and 


that they are in a position to hold 
out indefinitely; that the Big Consoli- 
dated is losing money to the extent 
of many thousands of dollars per day, 
and sooner or later will concede the 
demands of the strikers. 


A riot which was not reported until 


today occurred at Collinwood, a su- 
burban town, late last night at the 


New York, July SG.—-The messen- 


ger boys' strike has not been official- 
ly declared off, for there is no leader 
or committee to make such announce- 
ment, but the strike is at an end as 
far as inconveniencing the companies 
of there being any considerable num- 
ber of strikers is concerned. The 
business of the Postal Telegraph 
company is running smoothly, even 
in the banking districts where most 
of the trouble was experienced.

per of yesterday (Tuesday) evening 
whf.n I saw the position of one of 
your city justices as indicated in n 
voluminous report of the decision in 
a case tried before him on Monday 
afternoon in which he admits thai 
the law is plain, but says if it is en 
forced it. will do 100 per csnt. more 
harm than good. 
It sacms stiaugc 


that men who have been placed in 
positions to rare for and promote 
the welfare of the public in our state, 
and who have spent days, weeks and 
months perhaps in 
the 
study of 


these needs should go so far wrong 
as to put laws upon the statutes that 
are 100 per cent, more damage than 
benefit, or that should not be en- 
forced. It is not ths duty o' Justice 
France or any other justice in the 
stat? of Indiana to arbitrate through 
the columns of the newspapers or i", 
rendering decisions whether laws are 
detrimental or beneficial to the pub- 
lic good, but it is his duty to render 
decisions according to the lav/ and 
the evidence. 
The said justice in 


the article referred to says the law 
is plain and makes his decision ac- 
cordingly, which is evidence of his 
convictions, and then he asks the 
question, has the law been violated" 
If it has not why does he assess a 
penalty and then apologize for doing 
so? 
The facts are too plain. 
I do 


not wish to censure too severely Jus- 
tice France but the genornl public 
and 
all 
law-abiding people will 


honor any man who hns the moral 
stamiua to fearlessly stand for the 
right regardless of the sentiment of 
tr>e class of people who frequent jus- 
tices' courts. 
The Sunday desecra- 


tion law is not the only one violated. 
There are others of a great deal more 
importance and the citizens "should 
see to it that the law is enforcpd, es- 
pecially those evils that are making- 
inebriates and prostitutes of onr son;, 
and daughters, and educating them 
in crime and vices that pollute their 
morals, making them two-fold more 
ho children of the devil than of the 
mage of God in which v/e are cre- 
,ted.

Range road from Jerome Junction, A. T., 
to the mining en nip of Jerome was just 
cnterin;; the hills from the plain ami was 
hoKiuniiiK to creaU nnd proini as il round- 
ed the short curves ivlieu a passenger 
leaned forward from his seat and pro- 
jected thin remark into (he car of a re- 
porlor for The Slur. 


"There lire Sf» curves, one of them 45 


degrees and IM of them -111 degrees on 
ihis road," Ihe voice coiiliiiued, 
"nnd 


they are Hourly all <>i! .'i per cent, grades. 
It'K the crookedest railroad in Amoriky." 


Tbe speaker seemed to get considera- 


ble satiKl'nclion out, of this statement ami 
repealed it, several times. The reporter 
did nol offer any dissenting opinion, for 
there was no mom for argument. This 
road from the. Simla I'V system up to 
Jerome, where \V. A. (.Mark's groat. Yorde 
copper mine is situated, is indeed a mar- 
vel in its const ruction and the dilliculties 
it overcomes. 


Leaving the Junction on the plain, it 


runs direct on comparatively level ground 
to the hills. It apparently runs aymnsr n 
mountain and ends at the Tool, hut does 
not, for when tho. foot of Ihe hill is 
reached tho track dodges in at the mouth 
of a narrow gulch ami commence.'! its 
climb to Ihe summit, on the other side of 
which lies Jerome. 


Tu building this road no attempt was 


made to follow other than the grades 
provided by milure. The bed of Ihe road 
is cut out of the side of Ihe hill. 
Just 


enough dirt is cut away to (ill out the 
grade to a suliieieut width. There is not 
a single cut oil flu; entire lint! except oil 
tin; very summit, where a rocky ledge is 
parted to allow of tho passage of the 
trn.'k. 


The engine, which is built for mountain 


climbing, only takes nine earn in its 
wake, some of these being empty and 
all of them freight except Ihe rear car, 
which is a short combination passenger 
and hti tense coach. The train crow has 
l i t t l e time for lonliug, for the brakes 
must he closely guarded. Tho conductor 
e v i d e n t l y looks upon passengers as un- 
necessary freight, ami ticket taking as a 
bore, for his work Is that of handling a 
heavy freight train upon steep grades 
and that is not conducive to sociability 
or good nutnre. 


The pulling of the engine and the jolt-- 


ing strain on the cars tells the story of 
the beginning of flic climb up Ihe hill. 
The train hm.'s Iho hill down below Ihe 
ridges and creeps up a gulch but to t u r n 
around at the head anil come down on 
the opposite side.'hut a few hundred feet 
from the truck gained a few minutes be- 
fore at Ihe cost of so much labor.
